It 
had to add its one-third share 
as well as $1 million to share 
costs with local hydro compa¬ 
nies to bury power lines. 

Hydro poles with strings of 
power and other utility lines 
have been considered as 
long-standing eyesores. 

The work extends from 
College St., in the south, 
to Broad St., north of the 
Regional Rd. 20 intersection. 
It began in the fall and will 
continue into the spring. 
Work on the northern section 
from Regional Rd. 20 to Broad 
St. will begin in January. 

The reconstruction includes 
replacement of waterlines, 
sewer lines, telephone lines, 


power lines, street lights, side¬ 
walks and curb. 

It will involve a narrowing 
of Pelham St., a pedestrian 
signal crosswalk and exten¬ 
sive landscaping to encour¬ 
age walking and cycling into 
the downtown. 

It will maintain and 
strengthen what Mayor Dave 
Augustyn calls the “small 
town feel” Pelham residents 
love about their town. 

In its original application, 
the town asked for funding 
for a revitalization project 

both Fonthill and Fenwick. 

The goal was to use 
Ridgeville as a model. 

A few years ago, the town 
upgraded Canboro Rd. at 
Effingham St. with sidewalks, 
decorative lighting, new 
roadway and parking spaces.

Pelham firefighters are busy 
responding to medical calls. 

By the end of September 2010, 
firefighters from Pelham’s three sta¬ 
tions answered 445 calls. 

Of those, 254 were medical calls to 
assist people in distress. 

During the same period in 2009, 
Pelham firefighters went to 212 
medical calls out of 414 calls. 


The next most frequent category 
was motor vehicle accident extrica¬ 
tions: 44 in the first nine months of 
2010 and 95 in 2009. 

The number of structure fires were 
28 in 2010 and 19 in 2009.

New year, new faces, 
familiar challenges

Regional councU is ringing 
in the new year with many 
new faces but several familiar 
challenges. 

When Niagara's upper-tier 
municipal council gets down 
to business in the second week 
of January, it will do so with 
12 new councillors on the 
30-member body. 

They’ll have a new leader in 
Chairman Garry Burroughs, 
formerly Lord Mayor of 

three new regional appoin¬ 
tees to the powerful Niagara 
Regional Police Services Board 

debates. 

There is bound to be a learn¬ 
ing curve, said Burroughs, who 
will be the first regional chair¬ 
man since Brian Merrett to 
also sit on the police board. 

Busy or not, Burroughs said 
one of his first priorities is to 
make council “more efficient, 
productive and accessible." 

Hopefully, he said that 
means fewer meetings that 
drag into the wee hours of the 
night — and leave members 
of the public sitting outside 
closed door sessions. 


“I also want a council pre¬ 
ss that will allow us to make 


the information we need in 
front of us at the time," he said. 
Some of the important deci- 


cil may seem like old hat for 
residents. 


operating and capital budgets

That means entering the 
annual struggle with Niagara 
Regional Police over its ever- 
increasing budget: the latest 
pitch from the NRP board is 
about a 5.1% jump to $127.5 
million. That could upset 
council's hopes to hold the 
regional tax increase to 1.4%, 
a goal set by the pre-election 
council. 

“I think that (budget) will be 
a priority for many councillors, 

after year are not sustainable,” 
said St. Catharines Mayor 
Brian McMullan. 

The Region also faces a long¬ 
term shortfall in capital dollars 
- maybe as high as $416 mil¬ 
lion over the next decade. The 


also about $300 million, with 
annual debt charges of around 


$47 million. 

“I think we have some real 
challenges to deal with in 
terms of debt and restraining 
our spending,” McMullan said. 

Another controversial issue 
is setting water and sewer rates 
— and possibly, changing the 
way the service is delivered or 
governed. 

Right now, the Region treats 

municipalities, but each city and 
town is responsible for getting 
the treated water to your tap. 
How residents are charged for 
that service varies widely from 
municipality to municipality — 

increasing rates. 

“That's something I expect 
to come up early, and that I 

sooner rather than later,” said 
Burroughs, who wants more 
detailed information from staff 
on how potential rate or gov¬ 
ernance changes would affect 
each municipality. 

“We need to know more if 
we’re ever going to get buy-in 
for change from our member 
municipalities,” he said. “We 
need to know how all of these 
changes will impact our com¬ 
munities, because it’s the rate¬ 


payer who pays the bills.” 


council can expect to chew on 
early this year: 

■ Public delegations: The 
new council appears primed 
to repeal part of a procedural 
bylaw, passed just before the 
election, that bans members 
of the public from speaking 
at regional council meetings. 
Three different councillors 
have announced notices of 
motion to change that deci¬ 
sion at the next full council 


meeting. 

■ Governance. Some 
councillors want to talk about 
shrinking Ontario's largest 
regional council — or even 
the dreaded idea of munici¬ 
pal amalgamation. Putting 
water and sewer service into 
the hands of a utility, instead of 
12 different local governments, 
is another suggestion on the 
table. 

■ Trash: On March 1, resi¬ 
dents will be limited to one 
bag or can of trash on the curb 
each week. Collection of both 
recycled paper and contain¬ 
ers will also happen every 
week. The Region is ramping 
up advertising of the changes, 
which were approved more 
than half-a-year ago.
